The old idea was good 
as far as it went and may still be needed to 
a large extent, but it seems as if something 
else needed greater emphasis, 

Years ago in running a newspaper, the pub- 
lisher or editor was very much inclined to 
pride himself on his fearlessness. Tt seemed 
to him that his first qualification was & dis- 
position to fight someone or something, and 
that he must expect to be at war with this or 
that wrong development most of the time. 

Tt was a useful point of view to a large ex 
tent and’as a result of such fearlessness Many 
evils were exposed and righted. But fre- 
quently a newspaper man would develop a 
quarrelsome spirit that led him to be knock- 
ing something all the time. 

Today while the newspaper has constant 
need of fearlessness, the viewpoints of help- 
fulness and optimism are quite as much ealled 
for. The new editor ought to be a worker 
for the business, educational, intellectual, and 
religious advance of his home community. He 
should not merely report. the news of these 
activities, but should take their success very 
much to heart and be constantly thinking how 
he can present thoughts and facts helpful to 
such forms of progress 

The old-time editor frequently held himself 
aloof from community movements and was 
quite apt to have a seoffing attitude, The new 
editor is 2 part of all these movement himself. 
He has identified himself heart and soul with 
his home town and its progress,

San Bernardine County 


(Fontana Herald) 


San Bernardino County, an empire within 
itself with its thousands of acres of citrus ani 
deciduous fruits, agricultural lands and vine- 
yards, its industries, commerce and mines, has 
experienced another year of prosperity, a bril- 
liant chapter of community and municipal 
achievement. 

San Bernardino County contains the larg- 
est area incorporated into one county in the 
state and perhaps the entire nation. Its boun- 
daries extend from the Colorado River on the 
east to the orange groves ef Ontario and from 
Highgrove on the south far across the desert 
and beyond the Randsburg district on the 
north. Within this area are diversified indus- 
tries, the principal of which is fruit farming. 
The county's cultivated area includes 51,000 
acres of citrus groves, valued at from $1000 
to $5000 an acre; 38,000 acres of vineyards, 
whose crops brought an average of $95 a ton; 
25.000 acres of deciduous fruits! 6400 acres 
of walauts; 30,000 acres of alfalfa land, and 
approximately, 25,000 acres of grain lands. 

In 
the Randsburg district are a score of silver 
mines, producizg a large part of the coun- 
try’s silver ore; at Trona are the largest pot- 
ash fields in America, with the great plant of 
the American Trona Company; at Vitcorville 
and Oro Grande is the plant of the Southwes- 
tern and Golden state Portland Cement Com- 
pany, taking wealth from the desert's wastes. 

No other county has the mileage of trans- 
continental railways that traverse the county. 
The Santa Fe railway, entering the state at 
Needles, is double-tracked into San Bernar- 
dino. The Union Pacific lines extend across 
the desert into Nevada and on the south, the

That “Cheap Land” Graft 


(Redlands Facts) 

Every little while the word goes out to all 
and sundry who may be concerned that valu- 
able farm lands in California may be taken up 
by settlers, who wish to file upon them as gov- 
ernment lands, and that the sole expense of 
securing such lands will be the land office 
fees, and, subsequently, the suual price per 
acre paid by actual settlers on government 
lands. 

Yes, there is another expense to be incurred 
by the person who'files on the land referred 
to—the philanthropist who puts the would-be 
settler on to the alleged “‘good thing’’ must 
be paid his fee, and it is usually a good sound 
one. 

For many years Orange County has been 
the favorite operating place of the men who 
can, and will find you a ranch consisting of 
160 acres, more or less, of choice land, which 
is yours for the taking, so to speak, and the 
big Irvine ranch in Orange County, or por- 
tions thereof, has been filed on repeatedly as 
government land by men who should know 
better. Just at present, some one seems to be 
operating this “‘government land’’ graft upon 
the lands comprising what is known as the 
Guadalasea Ranch, a Spanish grant, locate 
in Ventura County. The land office at Los 
Angeles reported one day last week that, up 
to that time, seventeen filings had been made 
on portions of this ranch. But how about the 
chance for the seventeen, or any one of the 
number, ever ‘‘proving up?’? There is abso- 
lutely none. As to this, the Register of the 
Land Office says: 

““We will accept filings upon this land but 
there is absolutely no chance for anyone to 
obtain any of it. Despite previous failure to 
raid the title to Spanish grants in Southern 
California, there still seem to be many people 
who do not believe title to these properties are 
valid and have been upheld for more than 
three-quarters of a century.”

Astenishing Figures

Many people will be astenished to learn 
that the enrollment in evening and part-time 
classes in California high schools now exceeds 
the enrollment of pupils in the regular day 
high schools of the state. In 1925 there were 
173,531 students deing full-time work im high 
schools and 174,170 in evening and part-time 
high schools. Of this total 18.240 are bors 
and_-girls enrolled in part-time courses for four 
hours a week, 11,191 are men and women who 
give up a part of their working day to take 
afternoon work in high schools, and 144,139 
are mature people enrolled in evening schools.
